It was 
evident from the first that the ven- 
erable patient could not recover and 
the closing days of his life 
were 


passed in unconsciousness. Painless- 
ly, almost imperceptibly, without the 
semblance of a struggle, the life of 
the aged pioneer passed but 
and 


death came as in a peaceful sleep. 


Mr. Jocquel was a native of France 


and was born near Nance in 1812. 
After his early education he learned 
the trade of a tin and galvanized 
iron worker. 
In 1832 he came to 


America with his brother, but two 
years later he lost sight of the lat- 
ter and never heard from him again 
Mr. Jocquel first went to Cincinnati 
and then moved to Milan, Ohio. 
In 1836 he moved westward to In- 
diana, living first at 
Logansport. 


then at Peru, and in 1854 came to 
Fort Wayne. For a year after com- 
ing to this city Mr. Jocquel was fore- 
man for Derry & Maple, stove and 
tinware dealers, and then engaged 
in the business 
for 
himself. 
In 


1871 he began dealing in oil and 
lamps, but sold out in 1876 and en- 
gaged in the book and stationery 
business. 
This was continued until 


December 1, 1887, when he retired 
and his son, Louis Jocquel, 
took 


charge of the business. 


While residing at Peru Mr. Joc- 


quel was united in marriage to Miss 
Lucy Drouillard, daughter of Capt. 
Louis Drouillard, an Indian trader 
and one of the most prominent pio- 
neers of the state. Of the eight chil- 
dren born to this union but two sur- 
vive. 
They are Louis Jocquel, of 


this city, and Sister Eulalie, who for 
more than thirty years has been a 
member of the Sisters of Providence 
find is stationed at Terre 
Haute. 


Another daughter. Sister Adele, was 
also a member of this order and her 
death occurred about fifteen years 
ago. 
Daniel, another son, died three 


years ago. 


Throughout his long life Mr. Joc- 


quel was a most devout Catholic and 
as a citizen was held in the highest 
esteem for his unswerving 
honor 


and integrity. He was the last sur- 
vivor of those who were actively en- 
gaged in the building of the Cathe- 
dral, doing all the tin and galvanized 
iron work in 1860.

Both the itinerary and journey, he 
asserted, were purely fictitious. 


M. Casimir-Perier then said he de- 


sired to reiterate that he had never 
promised anything to Dreyfus, add- 
ing that it was with M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau alone that he had spoken 
in regard to the condemned man. 


Therefore, M. Casimir-Perier reit- 


erated his protests at the letters of 
Dreyfus referring to negotiations. 


This caused M. Demange to explain 


how Dreyfus came to say M. Casimir- 
Perier had promised him a public 
trial. 


After M. Demange asked Waldeck- 


Rousseau to intervene with M. Casi- 
mir-Perier (then president of France) 
to obtain 
publicity, M. Waldeck- 


Rousseau reported that the president 
appeared favorable to the suggestion, 
and counsil therefore thought 
he 


might communicate the fact to Drey- 


fus. 


M. Demange added thnt it must be 


remembered Dreyfus wrote the letter 
four years after the occurrence, and 
his recollection of the facts naturally 
lacked precision. 


M. Demange expressed regret at 


the fact that the letter h-xd been pub- 
lished, and apologized to M. Casimir- 
Perier, who thanked counsel ior ms 
expression of regret and explana- 
tion.

The story of Mr. Waggoner's con- 


version is best told in his own words. 
He said: 


"As you may have heard, I was 


perhaps the wickedest man in the 
United States. At the age of eigh- 
teen I first read some of Voltaire's 
works. I became interested and 
after that read with avidity every- 
thing that I could beg or borrow. 
After I went out in the world to 
earn my own living I purchased all 
the books I could hear of until at 
the present time I own over 160 
books written by the men foremost 
in the crusade against the 
Bible. 


Many of these I have loaned, as I 
was in the work with a purpose. I 
harangued all who would hear me on 
the street corners and neglected my 
business to talk infldelism. I was 
shunned by society in a measure and 
many men who would have other- 
wise become my clients declined to 
patronise me because of my belief 
which was distasteful to them. : 
became a scientific reader 
of th 


Bible and X called myself a scientific 


and solemn. For some days I 
been somewhat ill at ease. 
I 


had a talk with one of the city pas- 
tors and he remarked to me that the 
teachings of infidelism 
might 
be 


hugged to the breast by a young 
man, 
but when a man became as old 


as I he should cast about for some- 
thing that was stable and that he 
could rely on on his deathbed. This 
was a simple way of putting it, but 
I scoffed at it at the time and told 
him my faith was good enough to 
die with. The night of my conver- 
sion I retired at my usual hour. I 
could not sleep and after pacing my 
sleeping apartment, which

KNEELS IN PRATER. 


"I kneeled down by the side of the 


machine and mingled my words of 
prayer with the music of the hymn. 
I spent the remainder of the night 
praising God. I realized how wicked 
I had been and it so preyed on my 
mind that for days I was violently 
ill. When it was noised about that 
I had been converted, people scoffed 
and jeered at me and said it was just 
retribution and my illness the result 
of a guilty conscience. I have united 
with the United Brethren 
church 


and have already done much work 
in the surrounding towns in winning 
souls to Christ. 
I will devote the 


rest of my life to serving my God 
and Master. 
I will 
endeavor 
to 


make amends for my 
wickedness 


and atone for my sins." 


Marshall O. Waggoner is seventy- 


six years old and for years was one 
of the most noted infidels in 
the 


United States. 
He is 
a 
brainy 


lawyer, a college-bred man and a 
forceful writer. 
He has had much 


newspaper experience. He has writ- 
ten some of the most catching de- 
nunciations of the Bible ever print- 
ed and had considerable of a follow- 
ing. He was frequently visited by 
agnostics with more than a 
local 


reputation and always found time to 
argue. 
He was an intimate friend 


of the late Colonel Ingersoll and it 
was through his influence that the 
noted agnostic visited Toledo several 
times. 
He has the most complete 


library of infidelity ever published. 
It was his boast that he read every 
book that had been written along 
that line. He said many of his books 
had been loaned to friends and he 
never expected their return.

BY ASSASSIN'S HAND 


Ma it re Labori, Cousel for Dreyfus, 


Shot Down from Ambush by 


an Unknown Foe. 


HIS CONDITION IS VERY CRITICAL. 


A Belief Prevails That the Crime Was Instigated 


That General Mercier Might be Spared 


Cross Examination at the Trial. 


Rcmics, France, Aug. 14.—Mai t re 


Labori, counsel for Captain Dreyfus, 
was shot this 
morning'by an un- 


known assassin shortly 
aftsr 
6 


o'clock, while walking from his resi- 
dence to the Lycee to attend today's 
session of the court martial. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon M. La- 


bor! was suffering great agony and 
the doctors, who had left the house, 
were hurriedly summoned to attend 
the patient. 


Colonel Jouaust called after the 


close of the session of the court mar- 
tial and was allowed to see M. Labori. 
He expressed 
his deepest regret at 


the occurrence. 


General Mercier followed, but the 


doctors declared that M. Labori 
could not bear such an interview in 
his present state and General Mer- 
cicr was obliged to go away without 
seeing the wounded man. 


DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 


Only two or three laborers going 


to work witnessed the shooting of 
Maltrc Labori. 


The spot was well chosen, as the 


murderers could not be seen by M. 
Labori until they rushed out upon 
their victim, the entrance to the laiic 
being hidden by bushes. Moreover, 
they were afforded on easy means of 
escape by passing hock through the 
lane, which led to the country. 


One of the laborers, named 
Pa- 


touax, who witnessed tho shooting, 
said: 


"As I was. passing along tho road 


I saw a tall man walking quickly in 
the direction of Remits. He was on 
the towing path of the Valaine. He 
was attired in a dark lounge suit 
and wore a bowler hat. It was just 
as he reached the bridge crossing a 
stream falling into the Valaine two 
men, about medium height and wear- 
ing dark suits and round, soft felt 
lints, emerged from n. rural path en- 
tering the main road. One of them 
carried a heavy stick. 
They 
ap- 


proached M. Labori from 
behind. 


Suddenly one drew a revolver and 
fired point blank at Labori. He was 
so near that it was quite impossible 
for him to miss. 


"A sharp report was heard and M. 


Labori threw up his arms and cried. 
'Ho, la, la,' (which is 
a common 


French expression) and lie fell upon 
his face, t and one or two others 
who saw the deed ran up, but the 
murderers had vanished down the 
lane. 
Help was immediately 
sent 


for and'the gendarmes quickly ar- 
rived and soon after Madame La- 
bori." 


PRESENCE OF MIND. 


M. Labori, oil falling, 
retained 


presence of mind enough to arrange 
his dark morocco wallet, in which he 
carried his papers, under his head 
for a pijllow until his wife arrived, 
when ho half raised himself 
and 


dropped::his head into her lap. 


A number of laborers, who TV ere 


unloading a barge of stones beside 
the river, heard the shouts of "mur- 
der," "stop him" passed by the pur- 
suers and one of them placed himself 
in the way of the murderer, who, cov- 
ering him with a revolver, shouted, 
"Let me pass. I have shot Dreyfus." 


The man was so taken aback that 


he drew aside and allowed the as- 
sassin to proceed. 


The murderer ran across the ilelds 


until he reached the railroad. 
He 


crossed the embankment and 
fol- 


lowed the track until he arrived at 
tho level crossing. A train was just 
arriving at full speed and the mur- 
derer slipped across the line in front 
of the train and towards the woods 
til the direction of the village 
of 


Chantepio, where he was 
lost 
to 


view. 


Colonel Picquart and his brother- 


• in-law, M. Gast, who accompanied 


M. Labori on his way to the Lycec 
pursued the murderer for some dis- 
tance, but as they were both heavy 
men, they were unable to contiiun 
the pursuit and so returned to tin 
side of the wounded man, leaving 
the chase of the murderer to a mini 
liev 9f laborers and peasants, who de 
clare they Henvrt the murderer sny 
when crossing the marshy fields be- 
fore he reached the railroad: 


"If I can't get away, I will go for 


:hem.:' 


MADAME LABOEI ARRIVES. 
Madame Labori, wife of the wound- 


Ed lawyer, was promptly notified of 
he crime and rushed 
to her hus- 


>aud's side. 


She found him with his head on the 


sidewalk and his body in the road- 
vay. 


She threw herself by his side and 
ook his head in her lap and fanned 


with a colored paper fan. which 


she had evidently snatched up as 
-he left the house. 


M. Labori was perfectly still. Not 


i groan came from his lips as his 
lead rested in the lap of his wife, 
who. by the way, is an American. 


As she fanned him with her right 


hand she caressed him with her left, 


lovingly upon his upturned ;

DOCTORS* BULLETIN.

DETAILS OF THE SHOOTING. 
Further 
details 
regarding 
the 


shooting of M. Labori show that the 
sky was overcast when M. Labori 
eft his house, accompanied by Colo- 
icl Picquart and the latter's brother- 
n-law, M. Gast. 


M. Labori was laughing and chat- 


:ing with his companions when he 
was shot. 
The party was passing 


;he Quai Richmond and was about 
,o cross the Chateaubriand bridge, 
vhen a man hidden behind a wooden 
ence at the corner of the quai step- 
>ed out and fired at M. Labori. 


The wounded man fell 
to 
the 


'round. He tried to rise and put his 
land to the wound in his back and 
jroug-ht the hand back covered with 
jlood. 


As he lay there, with his clothes 


covered with the dust in which he 
tad fallen, he said in a faint voice: 


I beg you to give me my stick 


and my papers. Go tell them," he 
added, with a final effort, "to sus- 
pend the proceedings.'' 


The shot had been heard two hun- 


dred yards away from the Avenue de 
La Gare, where a crowd had gathered 
as usual to witness the arrival of the 
principal personages connected with 
the court martial. 
These spectators 


ran in the direction of the spot where 
the shooting had occurred, followed 
by gendarmes on horseback. 


The shot was also heard at the St. 


George's barracks, across the river, 
where it was: soon known that M. 
Labori had been attacked. 


ASKED FOR A CARRIAGE.1 


The wounded man asked to have a 


carriage called to convey him to his 
residence and to have Dr. 
Reclus 


summoned. 


When the doctor arrived he knelt 


beside M. Labori, putting a bottle of 
smelling salts to his nostrils. Around 
these central figures were grouped 
the spectators, all deeply affected, 
some indeed crying like children. At 
a little distance was gathered an 
other group, the central figure of 
which was the commissary of police 
note book in hand, taking down the 
testimony of tlm eye witnesses of the 
affair. 


The scene of this pathetic pic tun 


was a dusty high road. 
The dark 


green, slow waters of the River Vi- 
iaine on one side and ou the other 
side scattered houses, with a gap just 
opposite the spot, through 
which 


could be seen a green meadow with 
a stream flowing through it, and be- 
youd that the backs of a 
row of 


IOUECS. The road that M. Labori had 
followed .tapered away 
from 
the 


scene of the tragedy, with a row of 
trees along the border of the Vilaine, 
under whose leafy shelter M. Labori 
iad walked perhaps to his death. 
A cordon of mounted gen d'armes 


was drawn up as quickly as possible 
about fifteen yards apart and in the 
space within which were the two 
Toups already described. 
An 
ambulance which had been 


summoned arrived with four attend- 
ants of the military hospital, bear- 
ng an ordinary stvetcher, on which 
was placed a blue a white striped 
mattress. On this M. Labori was 
:eiiderly laid and the stretcher was 
born by friends of M. Labori and 
some newspaper men, with Mnie. 
Labor! walking beside it. 


ACCOUNTS DIFFER. 


Accounts of the shooting related 


jy eye witnesses differ considerably, 
especially respecting the appearance 
of the would-be murdered, of whom 
;hs following- is the official descrip- 
:ion: 


"Twenty-five to thirty years. Flat, 


neaked hat. Dressed like a working- 
unn, in a blue blouse." 
A fores of gen d'arms, headed by 


Iff. Hennion. ^'.it-chief of the secret 
jolice, is scouring th"? country in 
search of M, Labori's assailant and a 
company of infantry has been dis- 
tatched to surround and beat the 
food wherein the man is supposed to 
ie hiding. 


INCREDIBLE STORIES. 


An incredible side of the outrage 


s the fact, it is asserted, that sev- 
eral passers-by saw M. Labori shot 
ind passed on indifferently, neither 
offering to help the victim nor join- 
ng in the pursuit of the assassin. 


Still more incredible is the fact 


that an individual who went to the 
side of M. Labori as he lay wounded 
in the ground, is said to have search- 
ed tho pockets of the suffering man 
on the pretext of ascertaining his 
dentity and stolen their contents. 


The assailant fled, after the shooi- 


ng, holding his revolver in his 
mud, with Ills finger 011 the trigger, 
and threatened 
several mea who 


showed a disposition to blork his 
way. 


The correspondent of the Associat- 


ed Press again called at the residence 
of M. Labori at 12:35 p. m. and was 
nformed that Mine. Labori was still 
watching by the bedside of her hus- 
band. The patient's condition, it was 
said, had grown worse, his agony 
iad increased and a fever set in. 


WILL BE PARALYZED. 


The doctors in -attendance are very 


anxious and fear that even if M. La- 
jori recovers his left leg will be 
mralyzed as he has been unable to 
move it since he was laid in bed. He 
,s conscious and talks to his wife 
:'reely but all his remarks arc about 
the court martial. 


Mine. Labori is bearing up won- 


derfully and is doing all she can to 
cheer her husband. 


HE HAD BEEN THREATENED. 
It appears that* M. Labori received 


only yesterday two letters threaten-

Alfred Dreyfus, robbed 
lie morning: session of the Dreyfus 
court martial of its paramount in- 
:erest. 


The murderer, apparently, chose 


:oday for the attempt because it was 
anticipated that M. Labori would 
crush General Mercicr, the former 
ninister of war, with his cross-qucs- 
:ioning*. 


The news of the shooting of M. La- 


jori caused an immense sensation in 
he court room, where the usual audi- 
ence had assembled, awaiting the en- 
hance of the judges. 
M. Labori's 


ibsence 
had just been announced 


when sudeuly M. Jauiiay, sydico of 
.he judiciary press, rushed into the 
•com and shouted: 


"M. Labori has been shot." 


HORRIFIED THE COURT. 


All present gave a gasp of horror 


nnd surprise and then every man 
umped to his feet and a volley of 
[uestions was hurled at M. Jaumiy's 
lead, who, crying: 


'That is all I know," rushed out 


of the court again, followed by a 
number of his hearers. 


Those who remained excitedly dis- 


;ussed tho crime and vigorously de- 
lounced the authors. 


Colonel Jouaust, president of the 


2ourt, when tho news reached him, 
suspended the sitting of the court 
martial until 7:1!> a. m. 


It appears that 
Madama Laborl 


icrsclf broke the news to the court 
and informed M. Jaunay of the crime, 
laving rushed from her husband's 
side to the court crying for a doctor 
nd shouting that her husband had 
icen shot. 


M. Demange, when court assembled 
t 7:20 a. m.. announced that though 
iis colleague's wound was not so ser- 
ous as at first supposed, it would be 
mpossible for the latter to partici- 
pate in the proceedings. 


MERCIER CONFRONTED. 


When the 
court martial was re- 


sumed General Mercier was confront- 
ed with M. Casimir-Perier, the form- 
er president of France. 
The latter 


declared that Mevcier's story, told on 
the witness stand Saturday, of the 
mminence of war between Germany 
and France in 18D4, and grossly ex- 
aggerated, and complained of the ac- 
tion of the then 
minister 
of war, 


(Mercier) in moving 60,000 troops 
to the frontier 
without consulting 


lim. 


As it was M. Labori's task to take 


General 
Mercier in hand and M. 


3emange. associate council, was quite 
unprepared 
for the task, the few 


questions the latter put were prac- 
ticnlly of little effect and 
General 


Wercier escaped cheaply. 


Moreover, M. Demane was deeply 


affected by the attempt to assassinate 
iis collegue, arid was quite unable to 
clo himself justice. 


When General Mercier was re- 


called, In reply to the president of 
the court, he reiterated his belief that 
Major Count Esterhazy, in spite of 
the latter's own declaration, was not 
the author of the bordereau, which 
the witness claimed, was written on 
tracing paper and found in an em- 
bassy. 


The president asked M. Casimir- 


Perier to explain the circumctances 
of the confession Dreyfus is alleged 
to have made to Captain Lebrun-Re- 
iiaud. 


M. CASIMIR-PERIER 
AGAIN. 


M. Casimiv-Pcrier persisted in his 


statement of Saturday that lie had 
never received any confidences of this 
character from Captain Lebrun-Re- 
naud. He aded that M. Dupuy, the 
then premier, was present when Cap- 
tain Lebrun-Renaud 
called at the 


Elysee Paris. 


"Moreover," said M. Casimir-Pev- 


ier, "here is a letter from M. Dupuy, 
which I ask may be read." 


The letter asserted that 
Captain 


Lebrun-Kenaud, when questioned by 
M. Dupuy, replied that General Mer- 
ciev had sent him to the president to 
receive a dressing down for liis indis- 
creet disclosures to the Figaro. 


General Merciev had

I \vould have pre- 
vented such interference. It was I 
ilone who conferred with the minis- 
er, and I declare that the impression 
I derived from that conversation was 
one of complete calm; otherwise the 
ncident would not have been closed 
jy the framing of a note. 


"We had no telegram from Berlin 


:hat evening. It was in regard to a 
lote the minister referred to Berlin. 
'.£ there had been any news in regard 
o the matter on the evening of the 
6th we should not have waited until 
the 8th to publish the note. 
There 


was not a dispatch addressed to a 
rieiidly power relative to the inci- 
dent. The incident has been magni- 
fied. Besides, in the event of diplo- 
natic complications, the 
president 


vould have communicated with the 
minister of foreign affairs." 


General Mercicr replied that he 


went to the Elysee Palace as ministei 
>f war. He recalled that General De 
3oisdeffre could testify in regard to 
he orders received. 
M. Dem a n ge seized upon this decla- 
ation and insisted that General Mer- 
cier repeat the statement that he 
jive orders to General De Bosideffre 
in the 6th relative to mobilization. 


M. Casimir-Perier. resuming his 


.estimony. said he did not desire to 
•eply to certain of General Mevcier's 
nsinuations. 


"I do not wish to answer them," 


said the former president. "The cir- 
cumstances are too sad and too tragic 
For me to desire to envenom the dis- 
cussion. I am master of myself and 


>f my conscience. 
I would only 


state that General Mercicr has made 
every effort to get me ns deeply as 
jossiblc in this affair. 
But I have 


-emained aloof. I affirm, judge, the

MERCIER'S BAD BEHAVIOR. 
The former president then com- 


plained of the incorrect behavior of 
us subordinate toward the cl^of of 
state.

000 men without consulting the chief 
of the state, thus lacking in the re- 
spect to the chief of the state."

MERCIER EXAMINED.

dossier of 1894 the doubtful trans- 
lation of the telegram of agent "B," 
:o his government, under the date of 
November 3. 


In reply General Mercier said not 
lie of the translations of the tele- 
jram was communicated to the 
Judges because there still existed 
doubts in his mind.

lorn avenue. Both Houlihan and his 
wife came to Chicago 
from

Wayne, Ind. 


Mrs. Houlihan, who was known 


lore as Edna, was about twenty- 
eight years of age, while her hus- 
band was thirty-five. 
They had 


leeii married five years and had no 
children. 


Mary Roltsch, waitress in the res- 


taurant, says: 


Mrs. Houlihan was afraid of her 


iiisband and when he came in this 
morning she seemed much 
fright- 


ened. I could not hear what they 
;alked about, but I know he wanted 


:r to do something and she refused. 


While I was in the kitchen they went 
into the wine room nnd then

heard the shots. Mrs. Houlihan had 
iots of admirers among the young 
men who boarded at the restaurant, 
but I know of no one person whom 
lier husband could have been jealous 
of.

He was an ex- 
pert bookkeepsr and his services 
were in demand. For a long time he 
iad been keeping company with Hiss 
Jizzie Mitchell, who lived with her 
grandmother, Mrs. Harriet Frost, at 
No. 313 South Calhoun street. She 
was for a time a teacher in the pub- 
ic schools. 
Nine or ten years ago 


Mr. Houlihan secured a position in 
Chicago and went there to accept it. 
Two or three years later friends of 
:he young man were not surprised 
.o learn that Miss Mitchell had gone 
to Chicago and there married her 
over of many years.

His brother!, 
Michael, James and John jr., are all 
well known young men, the first 
mined having returned only a few 
months ago from Porto Rico, where 
ie had served in the regular army,' 
urlng the Spanish-American war. 


Two sisters. Misses Hannah and 
Bridget Houlihan, also live In this 
city. 
The young man's mother has 


been dead se.^nl years. 


The first knowledge the family 
lad of the terrible tragedy was at 
10:45 this morning when a telegram 
was received from Frank Schell, a 
brother-in-law, who travels for the

firm Tom Houlihan was bookkeeper. 


John Houlihan, the IVother, went 


to Chicago this afternoon and not

Tom 
Houlihan was 35 years old and his 
wife was about 30 years of age.
